AT  th  s  peiiod,  unJer  thefe  cir- 
c  um:t  a  nee?,  and  fttbjert  to  this  conven- 
tional agreement  and  accommodation 
of  fhe  inr ei ei^eJ  parties  was  I  unani- 
moufl/  elected  by  th.-fe  genlemen, 
and  ftton^ly  invited  to  i he  acceptance 
of  th.s  important  but  dimcult  office. 
Soon  after,  rhis  unanimous  choice  was 
ratified  by  the  mafs  of  the  company. 
The  appointment,  wi'h  a'l  its  ha- 
zards were  uliirmtelv  accepted  of  by 
me;  md  my  c  >mm>fli  >n  had  been 
jnade  out  m  am -le  diplomatic  lo'm, 
under  which  (with  unrevoked  pow- 
ers) I  ftill  aft  as  Agent  General;  not 
for  a  part — but  for  the  whole  Compa- 
ny. My  exertions  rjv  pa^ilim-ny, 
my  arrangements,  and  mv  addteis  in 
lhe  difchaiee  of  rhe  arduous  bufinefs 
1  undertook  are  graphically  applau- 
ded and  thanked,  bv  le  res,  now 
vifible  from  the  board— -  and  my  fru- 
gality, as  to  my  priva:e  ex,  ences,  held 
in  honor.

or  altered; — their  Uft  communica- 
tion having  only  directed  me,  to  fuf- 
fer  the  fettlement  of  the  company's 
territory  to  lie  by— until  their  re- 
fpertlve  contributions  and  refourcei 
fnall  have  been  called  in,  and  properly 
funded  for  theul'erior  prog^e^  of  that 
bufinefs.

hands  of  Mr.  Alexander*  of  Prank- 
fort,  in  whofe  caie  I  left  them -  and 
this  (as  Alexander  tells  me)  by  advice 
of  the  gen'lemen  under  whofe  roof 
they  had  by  me  been  confidentially 
deoofi  ed.  To  me,  the  then  legal 
pofleir>r,  no  application  was  made, 
no  order  p»efen  ed,  or  f-om  'he  Com- 
pany, or  even  from  MelTis.  Snipes  ot 
HugeW,  for  their  funerder.  This  :r- 
le^ular  mode  of  condtirt  has,  on  ihe 
fitit  afpert  of  the  ptoceedmg,  a  veiy 
datk,  gloomy,  and  fufpicious  feature. 
But,  at  all  events,  the  goods  ought 
not  to  have  been  thus  clandeft;nely 
and  furreptttiouflv  garbled  up  -  -he* 
foie'hev  hnd  paid  then  Q  nnentine, 
befoie  'bey  had  honoi3->lv  purged 
themfelvcs  of  the  eomra  fii-  ns  and  o- 
Iher  cla  ms  ariflng  on  their  iecover7. 
'lhe  Company  as  fuch,  would  never 
art  f ».  The  mafs  of  them  aie  wife, 
honorable,  and  judicious.  I  acled 
not  in  this  manner  by  Col.  Holder. 
I  was  ordered  by  the  board,  to  have 
allowed  him  for  his  commiflions  and 
trouble,  and  I  liberally  did  fo.  I 
would  fcom  to  do  othcrwife  The 
manner  of  feiz'ng  the  goods  has  been 
unpiecedented.  A  confiderable  por- 
tion of  the  Company's  goods  have  (as 
iiu  Alexander  i»foims  me)  ^etu late- 


ly and  liberally  gifted  away,  in  pre- 
Jents;  fo  foon  a>  they  had  been  ;hus 
fur  rendered  and  for  what ;  h  is  wan- 
ton waftc  ?  Their  amount  and  invoi- 
ces, as  coming  out  of  M'Cleod  and 
Company's  S'ure,  and  as,  in  parufur- 
rendeied  to  me  by  Col.  Holder,  have 
been  put  by  the  company  (and  not  by 
IVlefl  s  Snipes oi  Huger)  into  my  hands 
—-and  they  yet  lemamtheie.  Uo# 
cr>me  all  i  his,  if  the  Company  had  pof- 
reded  no  piopetty  in  them?  It  is  a 
myrteiy  inexplicable,   in  this  eaiiy 

ftage  of  the  bufinefs,  I  ftiall  not  jndne 
unfeemingly  of  any  pat  ty  concerned. 
Time  will  unfold  the  feciet,  tod  du- 
ly apply  it 

Had  the  company  directed  rrc,  to 
furrender  the  p»o;ei»y  I  hid  been 
poflefikd  ol  on  their  account,  to  IVJaj. 
Snipes  or  to  any  man — could  I  pop» 
fiblv  have  refufed  their  dder,  after 
having  fi  ft  fecuied  my  own  claims  a- 
feainft  them,  lor  conmiffaof,  if  fo  in- 
clined— for  my  pad  fevices  ftjl  un- 
paTd — and  for  indemnification  of  all 
the  fe  1  had  on  their  accounrs,  engag- 
ed with?  1  could  not.  This  lijiht 
of  coveting  them,  and  of  fecunng  rny 
own  peifonal  cla  ms  (even  al  hough 
myconmiflion  had  been  levoked) 
yet  remains  legally  in  me— no  mat- 
ter w  heie  the  goods  exifts,  or  may>e 
feoeted — ard  this  riijht  will  le  af- 
feited.  My  fi'uatioh,  as  the  Compa- 
ny's old  feivant*  would  othei  wile  le 
pitiable — and  fhe  boatd  not  only 
UnpifT,  bur  ungrateful.  But  the  Com- 
pany, as  fuch,  can  have  no  ungene- 
rous defi^n  of  t  his  kind.  Thisjetly 
piece  «  f  bufinefs  feems  to  have  berti 
fuitively  uanTarted — nan  farted  in  the 
datk — i — and  unknown  to  the  Compa- 
ny. It  was  tranfarted  furtively  and 
in  the  datk — or  fuiely  the  Company 
would  have  wr  tten  fome  htng  to  me 
on  the  fubjert,  tor  my  government,  oc 
officially  infonn  me:  that  their  righc 
had  been  i elinqu iftied  to  Maj.  Snipes. 
But  Mr.  Spiing  .knew,  or  -was  taught 
to  know  that  without  fuch  intimation 
from  the  board,  he  goods  ftiould  have 
never  been  funendeted  on  an  oider, 
or  power  of  Auorney  from  one  or  two 
(out  of  twenty)  of  the  Company.  I 
would  not  anfwer  for  (he  informality 
of  the  furrender.  My  own  claims* 
a^  ueil  as  thofeof  hontft  perfons  I 
bad  entered  into  engagements  with, 
and  yet  pending,  in  behalf  of  the  cc  m- 
panv,  accelerated  the  meafure.  Thefe 
additional  claims  of  mine  would  like- 
wife  prove  unfuimountable  bats  to  the 
defigned  projerts  of  clandefline  polTcffi- 
on  A  r^ii/ar  mode  of  ^citing  ac  the 
goods  was.  therefore,  deemed  ;mpof- 
fible.  Nothing  segular  wjs  done  --— 
no  form  obferved  —  no  cuftomary 
meafure  adopted.  It  is  iheictore, 
that  felt  piefei  vation  conftiains  me, 
(as  the  law  fully  authorizes  me)  to 
jetain,  afrer  all  that  Mr.  Sprlrg  and 
a^d  h  s  puncipais  have  done,  "what  is 
now  le(t  in  my  hands,  not  only  of 
the  company's  property,  but  of  indi- 
viduals of  the  company  ;  until  futh. 
time  as  my  piivate  demands  arjd  pub- 
lic official  engagements  for  thtmihall 
have  been  fully  fatisfied  and  compli- 
ed with.  1  owe  this  to  myfelf.  I 
owe  it  to  all  thofe  I  am,  ns  die  ccfl^
